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INTRODUCTORY AND EXPLANATORY OBSERVATIONS. 


1. Total amount op local taxation in Ireland. 

The local taxation of Ireland, making the deductions ascertained to be necessary on 
account of sums which appear twice in the receipts of local authorities consequent on the 
fact that contributions are sometimes made from the taxation of one local authority 
towards the expenditure of another, may be set down for the year L894at £3,749,422, 
being an increase of £44,988, or 1'2 per cent., on the amount in the previous year. 

This sum is compared in the following table with the corresponding amount in each 
of the preceding twenty years : —

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LOCAL TAXES IN IRELAND. 


The local rates and taxes in Ireland are arranged in tlie following table to show the 
amounts received by, or on behalf of local bodies in 1894, from Rates on real property, 
from Tolls, fees, stamps and dues, and from other sources of receipt, apart from loans, 
and grants from the Imperial taxes. It is to b‘e noted, however, that the contributions 
paid by the Treasury to local authorities in respect of rates on Government property 
are included under the head of other receipts, and the amount thereof brought 
into the accounts of the year in question may be set down at £30,000. The table also 
shows the increase or decrease in the amount of each branch of taxation as compared 
with 1893.

It will also be seen by the foregoing table that compared with the preceding year there 
was in 1894 a decrease of £28,918 in the receipts of Boards of Guardians from Poor 
Rate and other sources of income, and large increases of £58,280, and £14,860 in the 
receipts of town and harbour authorities, respectively.

I— COUNTY TAXATION. 

Grand Jury Cuss. 

One of the oldest of the local taxes in Ireland and that which produces the largest 
amount of taxation is the poundage rate on real property called Grand J ury Cess, or 
County Cess. The area of incidence in the case of this rate is, in counties other than 
counties of cities and of towns, the Barony or half Barony, and in counties of cities 
and of towns the County; and, as there are 326* baronies and half baronies, and 8 
counties of cities and of towns, there are 334 separate areas of taxation for the purposes 
of county administration. The cess is levied on the occupier according to the area of 
taxation in which his holding is situated, but in the case of any tenancy created since 
the 1st of August 1870 of which the valuation does not exceed .£4, it is provided by 
the Landlord and Tenant Act of that year that the cess shall be payable by the 
immediate lessor, — a similar provision in regard to poor rate having been enacted iu 
1843. Section 65 of this Statute, moreover, with respect to lettings made at any date 
subsequent to its enactment, applied to Grand Jury Cess the principle of dividing the 
rate equally between the rated occupier and owner by enabling the former to deduct 
one-half the cess paid by him from his rent ; an arrangement which has been in opera- 
tion in regard to the poor rate since the introduction of the Poor Laws in 1838.

The re-presentments and credits available towards this total amounted to £180,820', 
and the deduction of this sum left a net amount of £1,310,703 to be levied in 1894. 

The sums presented for the construction, maintenance, and repairs of l oads, footways, 
bridges, <fec. , usually amount to about one-half the total presentments, and it will be 
seen from the foregoing summary that 51 '48 per cent, of the total of £1,491,523 was 
required for this branch of county expenditure in 1894. The next largest sum given 
above is that under the heading miscellaneous, amounting to £233,560, and in this is 
included the cost of registration of Parliamentary Voters, Jurors’ expenses, compensation 
for malicious injuries, cost of collection of the cess, printing, &c. The presentments for 
lunatic asylums amounted to £148,780, and for prison expenses to £17,820. The 
cost of the maintenance of prisons in Ireland was formerly borne by the Grand Jury 
Cess, but under the General Prisons Act, 3 877, it is now defrayed from moneys voted 
by Parliament, and the foregoing sum provides only for the annuities paid to former

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prison officers, &c., as shown on page 20. The charge for valuation in each county 
is fixed by the Act 37 and 3S Vie., cap. 70, at the respective amounts given in column 
12 of the table on page 21, making a total of £8,000. The cost of extra police is 
referred to on page 15. The presentments under the remaining heads do not call for 
any special observations, and exhibit no very marked differences from the amounts 
under the corresponding heads in the returns of the preceding year, except as regards 
the erection and repairs of Court and Sessions’ houses. The amount in this case 
exceeds the corresponding amount in 1893 by £6,385, which is mainly accounted for 
by the sums required for the building of the new courthouse for the County of Cork, 
and for alterations and additions in the existing courthouses at Galway and Westport. 


Poundage of Grand Jury Cess. 

The average poundage of the Grand Jury Cess levied in 1894 in each county, and 
county of a city, and county of a town is given in column 20 of the cable on page 21, 
and it will be seen thereby that the highest average was reached in Kerry, viz., 
4s. 9ir?., and the lowest in the county of the city of Limerick, 9 id., these both being 
in the province of Munster, while the average tor the whole of Ireland was Is. 10jc?. 
As regards the other provinces, the average cess ranged in Ulster from life?, in 
Antrim to 3s. in Donegal, in Leinster from Is. Iff?, in Meath to 2s. 11c?. in Drogheda 
and the county of the city of Kilkenny, and in Connaught from Is. 81c?. in Roscommon 
to 2s. 10£c?. in Leitrim. 


Receipts of County Authorities. 

The receipts of each county authority during 1894, with the exception of 
those of the counties of the cities of Cork, Dublin and Limerick, will be found in 
a table on page 22 which has been compiled from the abstracts of county accounts

The fiscal powers of the Grand Juries of the three counties of cities named above 
have been transferred by special legislation to the respective Municipal Councils,* and 
the receipts on account of the rates levied in lieu of Grand Jury Cess in these counties 
of cities are included in municipal taxation in table IV.. on page 24. 


Valuation of Counties. 

The valuation of each county, and county of a city, and county of a town in Ireland 
in 1895, and in each of the four preceding years will he found on page 58, from 
which it will be seen that the total valuation of the country has increased from 
£14,033,576 in 1S91 to £14,280,208 in 1895^ The increase, amounting to £246,627, 
has taken place chiefly in the counties of Antrim and Down, and is mainly attributable 
to the growth of the city of Belfast, the valuation of which has increased from £688,448 
in the former year to £817,009 in the latter, an increase of £128,561.

II. — UNION TAXATION. 


Poor Rate. 

The amount of taxation produced by the Poor Rate levied by Boards of Guardians in 
Poor Law Unions ranks next to that produced by the Grand Jury Cess. This rate 
is also a poundage on valuation, and, with the exceptions hereinafter mentioned, 
is assessed on occupiers according to the Electoral Division in which the occupied 
property is situate, there being a distinct rate for each Electoral Division. The rating 
of the immediate lessor instead of the occupier is provided for by section 1 of the Act 
6 and 7 Vic., cap. 92, in cases where the valuation of the occupied property does not 
exceed £4, subject to certain exceptions as set forth in the section. Section 4 of this 
Act provides that immediate lessors shall be rated for houses let in separate 
apartments or lodgings, and under section 10 of the Act 12 and 13 Viet., cap. 104, 
persons receiving rent in respect of hereditaments exempt from rating are liable to be 
rated in respect of such rent to the extent of one-half the poundage rate on the 
Electoral Division in which the hereditaments are situated. Section 63 of the Act 
12 and 13 Viet., cap. 91, provides that, in the City of Dublin, the owner of property 
of which the valuation does not exceed £8, or which is let to weekly or monthly 
tenants, or in separate apartments, shall be rated instead of the occupier. 

The total number of Electoral Divisions is 3,444, and the average number of 
divisions to each of the existing 159 Unions is nearly 22. The greatest number 
comprised in a Union is 48 in the case of Mullingar, and the smallest 7, in the cases of 
Castlecomer and Castletown Unions. 


Rural Sanitary Authorities. 

Under Section 6 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, all Boards of Guardians 
are Rural Sanitary Authorities over such portions of their respective Unions as are 
not contained in Urban Sanitary Districts, and they lev}' the necessary rates for 
carrying out the provisions of the Acts relating to public health in the areas 
within their jurisdiction as part of the poor rate. The expenses of a rural Sanitary 
Authority are by section 232 divided into general expenses and special expenses, 
the former being payable out of the poor rate of the Electoral Divisions or parts 
thereof included in the entire Sanitary District, according to valuation, the latter 
being chargeable to some contributory place or contributory places as defined by the 
section.

Ill— MUNICIPAL TAXATION. 

Town Rates. 

There tire 118 towns in Ireland under municipal government, and they are classified 
in four tables given in the Appendix, viz., tables IV., V., VI., and VII.. in accordance 
with the Statutes under which the governing bodies are constituted. These Statutes 
are : — 

3 & 4 Vic., cap. 108, under which there are 1 1 towns.

There is one other town, Carrickfergus, referred to on next page, which is 
governed by Municipal Commissioners under Section 16 of the first named Act, and 
section 26 of 6 and 7 Vic., cap. 93, and it is placed in table VII. for purposes of 
convenience. 

The rate levied in towns is a poundage on valuation, and the following are the 
rating powers conferred on municipal authorities by the Legislature in the three general 
Acts specified above. 

Section 133 of the Act 3 & 4 Vic., cap. 108, the Municipal Corporations (Ireland) 
Act, 1840, authorizes the Council of a borough to levy a rate on the owners, occupiers 
or tenants of hereditaments situated therein, subject to the proviso contained in the 
section with regard to hereditaments under the value of .£5, viz., that only those 
persons who are rated under the Poor Relief Acts in respect of such hereditaments 
within the borough shall be liable to pay this rate. Section 10 of the Act 3 & 4 Vic., 
cap. 109, directs that the maximum borough rate in any borough shall be Is. in the 
£, and except in certain cases it limits this rate in boroughs in which the Act 9 Geo. IV. , 
cap. 82, is in force to 3d The provisions of the Act 17 and IS Vic., cap. 103, are 
wholly or partly in operation in six of the towns constituted under the Act 3 and 
4 Vic., cap. 108, the remaining five being debarred by Section 100 from adopting it. 
The municipal Council in each of these five cases, however, possess additional powers 
of taxation under local Acts. 

In towns under 17 A IS Vic., cap. 103, the Towns Improvement (Ireland) Act, 1854, 
the rate is made on the occupier where the valuation of the occupied property exceeds £4, 
and, except in certain cases on the immediate lessor, when it does not exceed that amount. 
The rate is limited to Is., save in those towns where the Commissioners supply water 
to the ratepayers under the provisions of the Act, and in such cases it is limited to 
Is. Gd. Section G2 provides that certain lands, as therein descr ibed, shall be rated on 
one-fourth only of their valuation. 

In towns under the Act 9 George IV., cap. 82, the Lighting of Towns (Ireland) 
Act, 1828, the rate is levied on the owners, occupiers, or tenants of property within the 
town ; and for the purposes of the rate the property is classified as follows : — 

Tenements valued at £5 and under £10, in which cases the poundage cannot exceed 
6 d., in the X, those valued at £10 and under £20, in which it cannot exceed 9 cl. 
and those valued at £20 and upwards, in which it cannot exceed Is. Premises under 
£5 valuation are exempt from rating under this Act. 

As regards the towns constituted under special Acts, the provisions of the Towns 
Improvement Act, either in whole or part, have been incorporated with the local Act 
in almost every case. 


U nii an Sanitary Districts. 

A further classification of the towns as Urban Sanitary Districts, of which there are 
72, and non Urban Sanitary Districts of which the number is 46, will be found in 
the tables on pages 56 and 57. The governing bodies of the former are Urban 
Sanitary Authorities under section 226 of the Public Health Act, 1878, and the 
expenses payable by them in the execution of the Acts relating to public health are 
defrayed, in the case of the Council of a borough out of the borough fund or borough 
rate, and in other cases, out of any rate leviable by the governing body throughout 
their whole district. 
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The Housing of the Working Classes Act, 53 and 54 Vic., cap. 70, confers certain 
powers on local authorities in relation to the clearing of unhealthy areas or unhealthy 
dwellings, and the erection of lodging-houses for the working classes, and the necessary 
expenses are defrayed out of the local rate as defined in the 1st Schedule to the 
Act. Section 24 removes for the purposes of Part 1, which deals with unhealthy 
areas, any limit imposed on or in respect of local rates. Section 42 similarly removes 
for the purpose of Part 2, which deals with unhealthy dwelling-houses, any existing 
limit on local rates, and. section 65 provides that expenses incurred for the purpose 
of Part 3, which deals with the erection of working classes lodging-houses, shall 
be defrayed as part of the expenses under the Public Health Act. As regards Town 
Commissioners who are uot Sanitary Authorities, it is provided by Section 99 that 
their local rate may, with the approval of the Treasury, be increased for the purpose of 
carrying out Part 3 of the Act. 


Poundage or town rates. 

The tables on pages 56 and 57, give the town rates levied for the expenditure of the 
year 1894, and it will be seen that in Urban Sanitary Districts the poundages 
varied from 6 cl. in Cootehill and Kilrush to 6s. 6|cZ. in the city of Cork. '1 his latter 
is an aggregate poundage, and includes, amongst others, the “ General Purposes Eate ” 
levied in lieu of Grand Jury Cess, which appears from column 20 of table 
1 to have been Is. 2\d. Similarly in the cases of Dublin ancl Limerick cities, 
the respective rates of 6.s\ 3 cl. and 5s. 3 d. include the rates in lieu of Grand J ury Cess 
given in the same table — viz., Is. 2^<7. and 9\d, respectively. The rate of 5s. 3d. in 
the case of Belfast includes a Police rate of Is. 4 cl. in the £ on valuations above .£20, 
and Sc/, in the £ on valuations of £20 and under, which is levied under the Act 8 and 9 
Vie., cap. 142. In the towns which are not Urban Sanitary Districts the rates 
varied from 4 cl. in the towns of Cookstown and Gilford to 2s. in Arklow. This latter, 
however, includes Is. which the Commissioners are required by section 7 of the Act 
45 Vic., cap. 13, to levy as an additional rate to that under the Towns Improvement 
Act for the repayment of a certain portion of the expenditure incurred in connection 
with Arklow Harbour. 


Towns wiiollt or partlt exempt from rates. 

It will be seen by the tables referred to in the preceding paragraph that no rates 
were assessed in the following towns : — Carrickfergus, Cashel, Drogheda, Kells, Clona- 
kilty, Callati, Fethai’d, Skibbereen, Tuam, Belturbet, and Kilkenny. The municupol 
revenue is derived in each of the first four cases from real property, in the next 
five from tolls levied at markets and fairs, and in the last two partly from 
tolls but chiefly from property. The Corporation of Waterford and the Commissioners 
of Wicklow are possessed of sufficient income to render the levying of rates for 
ordinary municipal purposes unnecessary, — those given in the table being in each case 
levied in connection with a supply of water provided by the town Authority. The 
Commissioners of the town of Trim are also in possession of a considerable amount 
of property which secured au exemption from rates until the year 1894, when a rate 
of Is. was assessed. 

The Municipal Commissioners of the town of Carrickfergus, already referred to, have 
no power to levy rates for ordinary purposes, but by an Act of last Session, 58 & 59 
Vic., cap. lxxi., the area over which they exercise jurisdiction, viz., the County of the 
Town of Carrickfergus, has been divided into an Urban Sanitary District and a 
Eural Sanitary District, and the Commissioners have been constituted the Sanitaiy 
Authority of each District, and have been invested with power to make a separate 
rate for each District to enable them to defray the expenditure incurred in carrying the 
Public Health Acts into execution. 


Population, valuation, and area of towns. 

The tables above referred to give the valuation, population, and area of each town, 
-together with the Acts under which the towns are constituted.

It appears from this table, that of the total receipts of town authorities in Ireland — 
£1,319,990 — £658,063, or 49 - 85 percent., was from rates on real property; £371,192 
or 2812 per cent., was from money borrowed on the security of the rates and realized 
by the issue of stock ; £197,892, or 14'99 per cent., was from rents and other sources ; 
£49,868, or 3-78 per cent., was from tolls and market charges, dues, and fees ; 
£17,604, or l - 34 per cent., was from the Imperial taxes; and £25,371, or 1’92 per 
cent., was from Grand Jury cess, or other local tax.

( a .) Belfast Water Rate. 

The rates authorized to be levied by the Belfast City and District Water Commis- 
sioners in the Borough of Belfast and the suburban districts under the provisions of the 
Belfast Water Acts, 1840 to 1893, area domestic water rate not exceeding Is. 8c/. in the 
pound, and a public water rate equal to one-fourth part of the domestic rate, subject to a 
proviso that the public rate in certain cases shall be only 2c/. in the pound. The domestic 
water rate assessed for the year 1894 was Is. in the pound.

( b .) Rdtland-square Tax (Dublin). 

By the Act 25 George 3, cap. 43 (Ireland), sections 20 and 21, the Governors of the 
Rotunda Hospital are empowered to levy a tax on the occupiers of the houses on the 
east, north, and west sides of Rutland-square for the purpose of lighting those sides of 
the square, and for keeping the railings of the enclosure in repair, the balance to be 
applied towards the maintenance of the hospital. This tax is not a poundage on valuation 
like all other taxes on real property dealt with in these returns, but is a charge on each 
house in the square of Is. 9 d. per foot of the frontage thereof, together with a fixed 
annual payment by the residents for each light or lamp in front of their houses. These 
are calculated to produce anually a sum of £307 19s. Id., of which there was received 
in 1894 £274 16s. 0</., £120 17s. 0 d. being applied to purposes of lighting, £21 13s. 0 d. 
to repairs, and £132 6.s. 0 d. in aid of the hospital. The receipts and expenditure in this 
case are also included in table VII. 

(c.) Taxation in aid of the cost of the Dublin Metropolitan Police. 

Under Section 4 of the Act 1 and 2 Via, cap. 25, a rate of S d. in the pound on valua- 
tion is assessed within the police district of Dublin Metropolis, as defined in the Act, in 
aid of the cost of the Dublin Metropolitan Police, and the amount produced thereby, 
together with the sums received from pawnbrokers’ licences, publicans’ certificates, &a> 
■which were paid over to the Treasury for the year ended the 31st of March, 1895, are 
given in tame VIII., of which the following is a summary : —

The cost of police in Ireland is charged on Imperial not local funds, hut there are 
certain sums produced by local taxation in addition to the foregoing which are applied 
in aid of the amounts annually voted by Parliament for the maintenance of police. 

As regards the Royal Irish Constabulary, payments are only made from local sources

to the extent of one-half the cost of an extra force where required, ancl it will be seen by 
table I in the appendix that the presentments passed by Grand Juries in 1894 for 
the maintenance of extra police in counties amounted to £26,181. 

The only charge on town rates for police occurs in the cities of Belfast and London- 
derry, and in each case it is for one-half the cost of an extra force, and for the discharge 
of the duties of a night watch performed by the constabulary. The cost of police to 
those cities is regulated, respectively, by the Acts 28 and 29 Vic., cap. 70, and 33 and 
34 Vie., cap. 83, and it amounted in Belfast to £16,677 for the year 1894. The entry 
of £2,342 under the head of “watching” in table TV. for the city of Londonderry 
represents the charge for police for two years. 

The total charge to local rates in Ireland for the cost of police in 1894 may 
therefore be set down as amounting to about £95,000, while the sums voted by 
Parliament for the two branches of police service for the year ended in March, 1895, 
amounted to £1,467,471, viz., £99,222 for the Dublin Metropolitan Police, and 
£1,368,249 for the Royal Irish Constabulary. 


( cl ) Taxation in connection with tiie Port and Docks Board, Dublin. 

It is enacted by the Statute 17 Vic., cap. 22, that the cost of preserving and 
repairing certain quay walls and bridges in the city of Dublin shall lie provided bj r a 
tax to be levied within the police district of the Metropolis, and by a further Statute, 
39 and 40 Vic., cap. lxxxv., that the repayment of a loan obtained thereunder for the 
erection and maintenance of two new bridges shall be effected by means of a “ bridge 
rate” to lie levied within the same district, and in the township of Clontarf, and in 
parts of the township of New Kilmainham, and of the county of Dublin. It is also 
provided by the latter Act that the bridge rate shall cease to be imposed when the 
loan obtained for the erection of the bridges referred to shall have been discharged, 
and that thenceforward the provisions of the first named Act, as above mentioned, 
shall apply in regard to their maintenance. The two rates in question usually 
amount to about id. in the pound on valuation, and the lodgments made in respect 
thereof to the credit of the Port and Docks Board during 1894 amounted to £4,759, 
as may be seen by table IX. 

The loan obtained for the erection of the two bridges amounted to £118,765, of 
which there had been repaid at the end of 1894 a sum of £75,183. 


(<?.) Court Leet Presentments. 

It has been ascertained that the only Court Leet in Ireland which has not actually 
ceased to exist is that in the Manor of Killultagh, including the town of Lisburn, but 
as the taxation formerly imposed by this Court Leet for the maintenance of the old 
Mauov roads is now provided by Grand Jury Cess, and as the markets, reservoirs, water 
supply, &c., which had been maintained by Court Leet presentments have been sold to 
the Town Commissioners of Lisburn, the Court has become practically obsolete through 
disuse. 


V.— RECEIPTS OF BURIAL BOARDS. 

By Section 160 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, 41 & 42 Vic., cap. 52, 
it is enacted lhat the Sanitary Authority ot each Sanitary District, except towns or 
townships having Commissioners under local Acts, shall be the burial board for such 
district, and that the Guardians of the union or unions in which the towns or townships 
referred to may be situate shall be the burial board in such cases. 

The receipts and expenditure of rural and urban burial boards are included, respec- 
tively, in those of Boards of Guardians, and in the town returns given herein, and the 
details of the receipts and expenditure of the burial boards are given in table XI. of 
the Appendices.

The salaries and retiring allowances of the clerks of Petty Sessions are charged on 
the fund produced by Crown tines and the sale of Petty Sessions stamps, and to 
secure the fund from variation in consequence of fluctuation in the amounts re- 
ceived from these sources, the Registrar of Petty Sessions clerks is authorized by the 
Act 44 & 45 Vic., cap. 18, to deduct from the Dogs Licence Duty, mentioned in the 
next section, such sum as the Lord Lieutenant may order for any one year, and to add 
it to the fund. 

(d.) The Dogs Licence Duty. 

The collection of the dogs licence duty is entrusted to the Petty Sessions clerks, land 
a return of it is made to Parliament by the Registrar of Petty Sessions clerks, so that 
an abstract only is given in table XV. A considerable part of the remuneration of 
Petty Sessions clerks is derived from the dogs licence duty, as mentioned in the 
preceding section. The surplus of the duty, after providing for the cost of collection, 
is paid over in aid of Grand Jury cess and Town rates.
